Che U.F.A. leader, Robert

or how great an effort its ac- 
cumulation required, can be 
partly appreciated when the 
agitation comes from labor 
organizations, but does not 
sound so good when emanating 
from the leader of a farmer's 
party. The farmer is easential- 
ly @ capitalist, and even in 
Russia they hadto take their 
land away from them in order 
to permit of communistic prin- 
ciples being tried out, There 
are unquestionably people who 
have amassed fortunes dishon- 
estly, and capitalism as illus- 
trated by many corporations 
has many sins to answer for, 
but to assume their must be 
some complete turn over in 
system because things have got 
tangled up is open to question, 
Times were just as bad in the 
‘ate '70's as they are now, but 
recovery came without any 
fantastic schemes being adopt- 
ed. The change from capital- 
ism to socialism should come as 
a matter of evolution rather 
than revolution, if it is so high- 
ly desirable. Policitical and 
other leaders must advance 
something to their supporters 
to justify holding their positions 
and a change of “system” seems 
to be the popular theme at the 
presenttime. ‘The public safety 
lies in the fact there are so 
many ideas in regard tu a new 
system that their advocates 
will naturally nullify their own 
efforts.

The delivery of wheat from 
Churchill to Liverpool is a 
matter of greater moment to

show. 


Fruit growers of the Niagara 
peninsula are reaping the pro- 
fits of a drive for increased 
trade with Western Canadian 
producers. According to figures 
released by the Canadian Nat 
ional Railways, there is an in- 
crease of 38 per cent in the 
number of cars of fruit re 
ceived in the west since Septem- 
ber lst, as compared toSeptem- 
ber of 1930. 


Has western Canada become 
“soup-minded.” The arrival of 
six carloads of soup from East- 
ern Canada, via the Canadian 
National this week, would indi- 
eateithas. This soup is for 
distribution throughout the 
prairies. Cold weather dishes 
are replacing the salads of the 
summer months and this ship- 
ment will provide 691,200 hun- 
gry westerners with a plate of 
steaming soup, tomato, vege- 
table, or “what have you?” 
Each carload of soup contains 
600 cases on an average, and 
each case contains four dozen 
cans. The pint-sized cans each 
makeone quart of soup and 
will feed four people. A _ hot 
time is promised in the soup 
kitchens,

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“Canada Keeps Gold Standard 


Premier Bennett Says No Change Is 
Contemplated 
Canada retains the gold standard, 


}and it is not proposed to abandon it. 


This, in effect, is the statement of 
Premier R. B. Bennett. Persistent 
rumour that the Dominion proposed 
to abandon the gold standard was 
drawn to the attention of the Prime 
Minister. His answer was emphatic. 
The Government had not changed the 
position taken when news of Great 
Britain’s departure from the gold 
standard was flashed across the 
ocean. 

“Canada has not altered the posi- 
tion taken when the announcement 
was made that England had depart- 
ed from the gold standard, nor do 
we contemplate so doing,” the Prime 
Minister declared. “We have ap- 
pealed and not in vain, to Canadians 
to conserve our gold supply to meet 
whatever strain may be placed upon 
our resources by reason of our foreign 
commitments, which are payable in 
gold and will be honoured aceording- 
ly.

about. His words to the Thessalon-| 
ians show that this is what happened 
at Thessalonica, 1 Thess. 1.8. He went 
from Philippi to Thessalonica and re- 
mained there some time, carrying on 
a most successful work, as we learn 
from his letters to the church he 
founded. 

The result of Paul's preaching was 
that some of the Jews and devout 
Greeks (Greeks who attended the 
synagogue services and worshipped 
God), also many of the chief women, 
were convinced of the truth of the 
message, and, “consorted Paul and 
Silas,’ cast their lot in with them and 
shared their way of life. 

An Uproar Fomented By Jews, 
Acts, 17.5-9.—Here again it was the 
Jews who opposed Paul. They were 
jealous, as everywhere they were of 
Paul's success, and, gathering a crowd 
of idle loafers, they set the city in 
an uproar, These “‘vile fellows of the 
rabble,’ as Luke calls them, neither 
knew nor cared anything about Paul's 
work nor about the jealousy of the 
Jews, but if there was to be any kind 
of rioting, they wanted to be in it.
